A BUDGET OF STORIES.

DFLECTIVE PLOTS FOR 
GIRLS. 


Little girls with keen appetites for 
stories of school life have often been 
heard to complain that girls’ school stories 
are dull and insipid, while those for boys 
are full of breathless interest and excite- 
ment. We are convinced, however, that 
even the most critical will enjoy “The 
Fourth Form Detectives,’ by Christine 
Chaundler, and “The New Prefect,’ by 
Dorothea Moore (Nisbet). They are first- 
rate girls' school stories; the plot in each 
case is absorbing, and they give, more- 
over, a very fair picture of life in the 
average girls’ school of to-day. ie 

Of the two, perhaps, Miss Chaundler’s is 
the better, and from her pen we have also 
a pretty story which should appeal to 
the younger members of the family. 
Marmaduke Roderick Suffield Vavasour, 
é“ Snuffies for Short ” (Nisbet), has been 
brought up as a mollycoddle by his great- 
aunt, but, aided and abetted by two 
naughty little pickles next door, he puts 
up a gallant fight against long curls, 
velvet suits and nursery punishments. As 
Aunt Penelope has a great aversion from 
corporal punishment Marmaduke’s efforts 
to earn a “licking,” and so become a 
“real boy,” meet with many disappoint- 
ments, and incidentally provide the reader 
with a constant source of laughter. . 

Very different are the obstacles against 
which Avril, the nine-year-old heroine of 
“The House of the Ogress’’ (Nelson, ós. 
6d.) has to fight. She becomes convinced 
that a little boy whom she has only seen 
once! is in the hands of a wicked ogress 
who keeps him flocked up in a disrepttable- 
looking house. The grown-ups only laugh 
at her fears when she confides in them, 
so Avril embarks upon a campaign of 
rescue on her own. As her adventures 
lead to the discovery by the police of a 
gang engaged in printing false Treasury 
notes, this story is as romantic and ex- 
citing as any child could wish. All these 
books, it may be added, are attractively 
illustrated. 

The boys have not been neglected in 
the new publications, and “Great Hours 
in Sport” (Nelson) should be a 
general favourite. Mr. Buchan has 
collected in this annual narratives by 
sportsmen famous in the various fields of 
sport. Big-game shooting, fox-hunting, 
and mountaineering; racing, sailing, and 
fishing; cricket and Rugby matches, and 
boxing contests are all nobly a 
The contents of this book should provide 
thrilling and stimulating reading for all 
ambitious young minds. 

We have also received some more serious 
children’s books. “Insects’’ (Jack) 
is a new addition to the “Shown to the 
Children ” series. Birds and flowers have, 
of course, a wider appeal, but flies, wasps, 
and ants; and such like creatures are so 
familiar that a little knowledge of their 
ways is both interesting and instructive. 
“The History and Adventures of a 
Penny’’ (Mills and Boon, 2s. 6d.) is 
really an introduction to the study of 
economics, but it is told in a light and 
readable manner, and the incidental stories 


.of the people through whose hands the 


penny passes add considerably to the in- 
terest of the whole. Authors and pub- 
lishers, it. will be seen, have been busy 
this autumn preparing a plentiful selec- 
tion of attractive children’s books for the 
Christmas season.

A LAND OF ADVENTURE 


Greenland is a continent unknown save 
to the dwellers there and a few ad- 
venturous souls: a place where for a short 
space the biue water appears and the 

rass peers through amid a treeless land. 

hen the winter darkness settles down 
again and men spend most of their days 
indoors. What, then, can raise them 
higher than the brute beasts? Who can 
fill their minds with some thoughts that 
go wandering through eternity? Who but 
the Eskimo story-teller, whose long mono- 
tone whiles away the interminable nights. 
His themes are often terrible, as become 
that weird land, fanciful as behoves one 
nurtured “in dim recollections of Norse 
saga and longing for some change from 
the dull routine of the Arctic. The social 
relations depicted are crude and primitive, 
though in the capable and artistic hands 
of the famous Greenland explorer and 
archeologist, Knud Rasmussen, who com- 
piles the tales, and of Mr. Worster, his 
translator, there is nothing to shock one’s 
sensibilities. There is the usual machinery 
fairy-tales—dwarfs, giants, under- 
Nagy houses, but the life is a different 
ife ; for here are truly pictured the daily 
routine of that unknown land. The tales 
hold the attention to a degree that one 
cannot well explain, for often their con- 
clusion is pointless. It is the tense 
atmosphere that grips. Children will 
appreciate many of them, and their elders 
and those who delve into folk-lore will find 
here a strange store-house. :

THE CHILDREN’S 
“PILGRIM.” 


‘This latest edition of “The Pilgrim’s 
Progress ’’—there must be some hundreds 
of previous editions—has been arranged 
for children by Jean M. Matthew. Such 
an edition was certainly very much 
needed; for, from the child’s point of 
view, the story is cumbered and impeded 
by the conversations and discussions. 
They are on topics, too, in which no child 
can be expected to take any interest, 
such as inward spiritual experiences and 
disputable points of theology: These the 
editor has omitted, and she: has printed 
the narrative portions that remain in 
Bunyan’s own language. 

The volume is well printed and well 
illustrated, though we imagine that the 
pictured giants are rather too huge to be 
convincing to the average child. The 
book may be warmly commended as a 
Christmas present for children, or, indeed, 
as a fit gift at any time. Bunyan’s style, 
like that of the English Bible, is of the 
purest, and, apart from the religious in- 
tention, considered merely as a story, it is 
one of the world’s classics. It is to deny 
the child a very real and pure pleasure, 
and to deprive it of what may be of last- 
ing benefit to it, not to put in its hands 
the om that came out of the inspired 
tinker’s brain and the prison of Bedford.

For the 
boy there is “Collins” Adventure Annual 

(price 7s. 6d.), where stirring stories and 
humorous tales of school life alternate 
with simple articles by well-known writers 
on “Speaking Through Space,’ easy con- 
juring tricks, games, camping-out, the 
cinematograph, and model-yacht making. 
Good coloured illustrations complete ‘this 
attractive gift-book. “The Engine Book '' 
(by Charles R. Gibson, pictured by Ben 
Smith, 7s. 6d.), is also for a boy. It tells 
all that a boy, and perhaps his father, 
would want to know of an engine—its 
parts, its history, and its variations in form 
to suit working conditions and places. The 
brightly-coloured illustrations show the 
engines of different countries even to the 
contrast. between to-day and “ The Rocket ”’ 
of 1829. “ Puffing Billy,’’ of 1813, too, is 
remembered in one of the numerous line- 
drawings.

The illustrations, 
especially of the animals, are much to be 
commended, and Jean D. Cochrane's story, 
“A Queer Creature,’’ both as nature- 
study and story, in itself makes the book 
worth buying. “Golden Spurs ” (price 
2s. 6d.) tells stories of the childhood of 
the great ones of history, science, travel, 
and art—John Franklin, Sir John Millais, 
Florence Nightingale, Lord Clive, Oliver 
Cromwell, are some of those chosen. 
Among the good illustrations are some re- 
productions of old pictures. 

Then there are the many books for 
really young people. “Left Luggage” in 
nice, clear print tells happy. stories that 
little ones can read for themselves, 
and we note with pleasure that 
Katharine Tynan tells one of them. “ My 
Story Book '” and “My Lady Babs’’ (2s.

The question of stipendiary stewarde is being 
much discussed as a result of Lord Jersey R 
recent remarks, but it would have required a 
very large number of stewards, stipendiary or 
otherwise, to have followed the racing rday 
afternoon, so bad was the light owing to the 
fog.

late fish in the Sligo, which has the distinction of 
being the first fishery to open in Ireland in the 
New Year. The Sligo fishery in the tidal waters 


opens after midnight the last day of this month 

The Bann continues to roll down in flood, every 
spate bringing lots of eels from Lough Neach to 
the sea. The catches at Toomebride Portna, 
Movanagher, and the Cults weirs have been weil 
maintained and are up to the average, generally 

cing. The runs continue during the dark of 
the moon till the first real cold snap sends the eels 
to the m for warmth. The big end of the 
salmon run on the Banr is now virtually over, only 
belated stragglers being on the move from the 
tidal waters. The staff of bailiffs is looking well 
after the chief waters, but it generally recog- 
nised that its strength is hardly snfficient to patrol! 
all the spawning grounds. Cdéarse fishing on the 
canalised parts of the nn is very poor at the 
moment, the turgid waters not giving much facility 
in pursuit of pike, perch, and bream.

A RED LETTER GALLOP. 


With the exception of Monday 
day. chiefly owing to bad stopping, the past. week 
has been an excellent one From the fixture at 
Somervilie we had a good gallop from Brow nstown. 
Found, to start with. several foxes at Somerville, 
bat they did not leave the demesne. We found our 
next fox in Brownstown, where lives one of the best 
fox preservers in Meath. Mr. Cornwall. Our qnarry 
set his mask straicht for Hayes, where we killed 
him in the lanrels afier a first-rate gallop of 35 
minutes, the first part being very fast, over . 
strongly-fenced line From Hanistown, we had 
nice hunt with a point, to start with, for Staffords? 
town. then cag pol into Hayes, and finally to 
ground in Kingston Lodge. It was too late to draw 
Staffordstown, 80 hounds went home. Thursday 
saw us at Slane. a wet morning, which cleared off, 
though there was a mist hanging about all day. 
Found at once in the Pian wood, i 
ground immediately Another one was 
across ‘the Navan-Sliane road into the Little wood 


which Was a poor 


where he also got in the boundary fence Foun 
again in long wood, running along the hill, with the 
same result This stopping is pot worthy of the 
traditions of Slane Leslie’s was wunaccountably 
blank, but eome of its foxes we must have found in 
Slane, as there were so many there In liussey’s 
wild gerse we found, but the fox popped into an 
unknown hole at once ro the little bog, by name 
Minerva, we now went, and immediately a fine fox 
went away on Parsonstown aide. Crossing the 
muddy lane, he bent right-handed, and crossed 


Downey's Mountain, and on across the last slope of 
the Mount Fortescue, and, swinging left-handed, we 
marked him to ground a few fields from the Louth 
cover of Hathbran—a very wood hunt of 40 minutes 
‘riday. Garradice—There was a cold enap in the 
air, but a good scent in the evening at any rate. 
What it was like in the morning we do not know, 
as, owing to iaulity stopping, two hunts were nipped 
ia the bud. Pratt's gorse, the drawing of which 
is eagerly looked for ward to. was tenantiless, but 
hounds got on the line of a fox just outside it, and 
hunted it glowly to within a few fields of Teran’'s 
worse, but he must havo been a long way ahead of 
us, and hounds had to acknowledge defeat. Bel- 
trasna. gorse, ‘our next draw, provided a fine-leoking 


dog ; fox. Breaking for the first time on Sammerhili 
side, he was badly headed back to cove! Break ing 
again on the same side, he was huni ed at a good 


pace to within a field of the Moynalvey road, where 
he turned right-handed, and foúnd sanctuary in a 
"well-known drain, which should have been stopped. 
Found, of course, in Culmalien, so well looked after 
by Mr. John Leonard. Our fox ran up.to the laurels 
and back and through the covert, and out again, 
completing a ring back to covert, and, being forced 


out againfi got, inte a rabbit hole, and was left. 
From Creemore we had a red letter gallop, and 
one that will be hard to beat this season. Honnds 
chopped a fox in covert, anether one being tallied 
away by Matt Murray at the lower end, and Fitz- 
sunons had the pack out and on his tracks in a 
flash. The big fence bolow the covert has been 
wired in several places, and it was only a select 


few got away on terms with the pack, who were 
steaming away at a tr mendous pace Bearing 
slightly left-handed at Mr. Delaney s residence, Port- 
raine, we crossed his avenue. and were cheered on 
by the owner himsel/ Here there were only some 
six or seven with hounds, including the huntaman 
and ‘two ladies, Mrs. Stem and Mrs. Wwate (the latter 
getting a nasty fail just under Portraine, and disle- 
cating a collar bone). Haif a mile beyond Portraine 
hounds wheeled left-handed, and crossed the Batters- 
town road at-Ptper’s Hill. The fence off the road, 
being wired, caused some delay to the nearest at- 
tendants, but we caught the pack, who were just 
beyond Pellatstown gors Whether they 
passed through the gorse or not we could not see. 
The fox now turned down alongside the railway, and 
straight on towards Drumree, : was finally marked 
to ground at Knockmerk, after a brilliant gal) 
of 35 minutes. The pace was a cracker alt 
through and without the semblance of a check. 
The wired fence under covert was responsible unfor- 
tunately for most of the field zettine left throngh no 
fault of their own. Our only regret is our Master, 
General Powell, was not with us. Let us hope he 
will goon be out again

SALE OF ENNIS PREMISES. 


In the Chancery Division, before the Master 
of the Rolls, in the case of P. Carmody, de- 
ceased, Bannatyne v. Carmody, 

Mr. Cullinan (instructed by Mr. Francis F. 
Cullinan) applied on behalf of the defendant 
for an order for the forfeiture of £108 15s., the 
amount of the deposit made in respect of the 
sale, by order of the Court, of a shop and pre- 
mises in O'Connell street, Ennis, Co. Clare, 
purchased on 9th May last by Mr. John Lynch, 
solicitor, Ennis, for £435, in trust for Miss 
Bridget Grace, whose address was given as 
Thurles. He was declared the purchaser, and 
the sale was confirmed on llth May last. ‘The 
amount of the deposit was lodged in Court. 
Immediately after the sale the solicitor having 
carriage sent the documents of title and the ab- 
stract to Mr. Lynch, and on the 29th June the 
documents were returned to him by Mr. 
Lyneh, stating that he was no longer Ei. IAR for 
Miss Grace. On the 6th July the solicitor hav- 
ing carriage wrote to Mies Grace, the letter 
being directed in care of Mr. Lynch ; and a re- 
ply was received from her, dated 10th July, in- 
forming him that the contents of the letter re- 
ceived by her that morning had not been in- 
tended for her. She did not know Mr. Lynch, 
and she never gave anybody any authority to 
act in her name in any matter. A letter was 
subsequently received from Mr. Lynch, dated 
sg $ uly; stating that he had been instructed 
by Mr. Michael Hastings, of Ennis, to bid for 
the premises at the sale, and that he gave him 
a cheque for the a amount of the deposit money. 
which was paid. Mr. Cullinan mentioned that 
an order had been made; by Mr. Justice 
Samuels on summons in the matter giving 
liberty for a re-sale, but he made no order as 


to forfeiture of the purch: ise money. Mr. Cul- 
linan ‘also said that it was stated that Mr. 
Hastings had been engaged to the kidy men- 


tioned, but whether the engagement had heen 


broken off or not he could not tell. 
Mr. Macrory (instructed by Messrs. F. M. 
Pitt and Co.), who appeared for the plaintiff 


in the action, said that the only reasonabie 
way of dealing with the matter would he to 
have the premises sold by tender, as it appesred 
that an auction could not be euccesatully held. 

The Master of the Rolls made an order %or- 
feiting the deposit, and giving liberty io put 
the premises up for sale by tenders. 


PRIEST’S WILL. 
DOUBT ABOUT PARISH MONEYS. 
In the Probate Division yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Dodd, Mr. McGuckin, for Mr. 
McCordy (instructed by Messrs. 0’ Rorke 
and Son) applied in the case of Rev. Edmond 


L. Henry, of Holycross,, Ardoyne, Belfast, and 
Charles Henry, against the Rev. Vincent Davey 
and the Attorney-General to have the action 
set down for trial before a judge and especial 
jury of the City of Dublin, and for an order 
that the rev. defendant should make discovery 
of documents... The plaintiffs are seeking to 
revoke probate of the will, dated 29th Novem- 
ber, 1915, of the Rev. Francis C. Henry, de- 
ceased, formerly parish priest of Carrickfergus, 
who died December 10th, 1915, and te have a 
prior will of the 7th of April, 1906, admitted to 
probate. The Rev. Vincent Davey and the 
Rev. Joseph Boylan were appointed executors 
of the will of the 29th November, 1915, and 
probate was granted to them in January, 1916. 
As difficult questions of construction and ad- 
ministration had arisen the estate was being 
administered by the Chancery Court. The 
administration proceedings were almost 
completed in May last, and the funds in court 
were then ready to he allocated when the Rev. 
Father Henry instituted the present action, al- 
leging the three statutory grounds, and setting 
up a prior will. All the witnesses resided in 
Belfast and ite neighbourhood. 

Mr. Justice Dodd asked if he could not, fix the 
time and mode of trial in Belfast. 

Mr, McGuckin said. that neither of the par- 
ties asked for that 


Mr. Justice Dodd—-Why should the City of 
Dublin try Beifast cases? 

Mr. Lardner, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Lowry (instructed by Mr. R. H. Commins), for 


the defendant, said that he had no objection to 
a special! jury. The defendant wie anxious for a 
trial at these sittings, or, in the alternative, 
that he should be examined on Commission, as 
he was about to leave the country. The Ohan- 
cery proceedings had been stayed pending the 
result of this trial. 

Mr. McGuckin said that the plaintiff could 
not be ready for trial these sittifigs. 

Mr. Lardner said that the position was an 
extraordinary one. This will had been drawn 
by Mr. Frank Kerr, solicitor, and the Rev. 
Father Davey, the executor, had volunteered 
for service on the West African Mission. The 
rev. gentleman had made arrangements to 
leave at the end of December, or the beginning 
of January, and it’ was desirable that there 
should be a trial before he left Ireland.

WATER POWER. 


SAFEGUARDING IRISH 
RESOURCES. 


The members of the Institution of Civil En- 

gineers of Ireland, at their monthly meting 
at 35 Dawson street, Dublin, last evening, had 
under discussion the recently issued report of 
the Board of Trade Sub-Committee on the 
“ Water-power Resources of Ireland.” Mr. J 
H. Hargrave, President, occupied the chair. 

Sir John Griffith, who is Chairman of the 
Committee, opened the discussion. He said that 
in Ireland they were specially favoured as re- 
gards investigations of this kind. Unity of con- 
trol in some shape or form was an essential 
factor of the position. The disadvantage of 
complex control was illustrated by the disas- 
trous results which had taken place on the River 
Bann 
The water powers of Ireland had to be con- 
sidered under various heads, and should be safe- 
guarded as-to public supply for domestic pur- 
poses, for industrial purposes, as to water for 
canals and waterways, and for other power. 
There was also the question of safeguarding 
against pollution, il the questions of the 
protection of fisheries, land drainage, and other 
things, and public and private amenities.

sources of coal and peat, but it must Be remem- 
bered that those were perishable sources of 

wer, while water was perennial, and would 
ast as long as solar influence would evaporate 
water from thé Atlantic.

SHORTAGE OF COPPERS. 


- 


London traders are complaining of a serious 
shortage of copper coins. Hitherto, when 
coppers have been in short supply, the blame 
has been put upon penny-in-the-slot gas and 
clectric 1 ht meters, but. on the present occasion 
the popularity of the “ put and take ” game is 
believed to play some part in taking a large 
number of coppers out of free circulation. 
Several million of the little brass hexagon tops 
have been sold throughout the , and 
they are still being turned out at the rate of 
thousands a day. In many of the large offices 
and works in London, little groups dur- 
ing the break for the mid-day meal, and twirl 
the top for pennies. It has not taken long for 
variations in the game to be introduced. One 
of them is for the player who spins the top 
the longest to be the winner, while, as the 
six sides of the top equal the number of 
characters employed in “‘ Crown and Anchor,”

The Irish Railways. 


The threatening situation which is de- 
veloping on the Irish railways demands 
the closest attention of the whole public. 
We print to-day a resolution by the 
Waterford railwaymen which calls for a 
general strike “not later than December 
12th "—that is to say, next Monday—and 
throughout the country signs of increasing 
restiveness can be observed. The recent 
award of Mr. Carrigan, K.C., is the cause 
of the trouble. Our readers will remember 
that it was issued in its final form 
some ten days ago and that it re- 
commended the abolition of the hard and 
fast rule in regard to the eight hour day. 
The workers on the Dublin and South- 
Eastern line protested promptly. They 
asserted that the acceptance of Mr. 


| Carrigan’s award would entail the ‘dis- 


missal of nearly two thousand men; de- 
manded a refund of the six shillings a 
week by which their wages had been re- 
duced; and, in view of a proposal to 
impose a further “cut,” called on their 
representatives to withdraw from the 
tribunal which has been sitting in London. 
In the meanwhile the workers on three 
of the smaller lines in County Cork took 
action. Work ceased on Cork-Bandon, 
Cork-Macroom, and Cork-Muskerry rail- 
ways, and our Bantry Correspondent tells 
us that his town has been without a mail 
service since last Wednesday. To all 
intents and purposes, therefore, West Cork 
is isolated. Various attempts have been 
made to persuade the railwaymen to go 
back to work ; but so far they have turned 
a deaf ear to all argument, and the 
chances are thai the West Riding will 
have a trainless Christmas. 

If the Waterford railwaymen have their 
way, all Ireland will be in the same case. 
Their denunciation of the Carrigan award 
is very fierce and they call for the 
immediate abandonment of the “ farcical 
negotiations’’ which are in progress in 
London. Unless the Carrigan award is 
withdrawn in its entirety a national 
strike will be declared, and the railway- 
men— “our comrades’’—of England, Scot- 
land, and Wales will be requested to cease 
work in sympathy. The railway companies 
are warned that, “if they attempt in any 
way to depart from the national agree- 
ment,’ calamity will overtake them. 
The circumstances of the Irish rail- 
ways are too well known to require 
rehearsal. The men have lost, on an 
average, 6s. per week in wages through a 
“cut,” and 9s. through the operation of 
the sliding scale, during the past eighteen 
‘months. There is every possibility that 
the index figure of-the cost of living will 
show a further fall this month, in which 
case another reduction of from 3s. to 4s. 
will take effect in January. These wage 
reductions are quite’ automatic, and the 
railwaymen are bound to accept them. 


} Labour’s argument, however, is that the 


Carrigan award changes the whole aspect 
of the situation. ' The abolition of the 
universal eight-hour day and the revised 
conditions of work, it says, remove the 
necessity for any further “cuts” in 
wages. Now, on the ground that the com- 
panies are trying to have matters both 
ways, it seems to have abandoned even 
this argument and to have decided to 
reject not only the proposed reduction of 
wages, but the extension of working hours 
as well. 

At any time an Irish railway strike 
would be unfortunate ; at present it would 
be a crime. Christmas is almost upon us, 
and virtually for the first time since 1913 
the Irish people are looking forward to 
a season of real peace. A good train service 
will be more essential than ever it was, 
and a strike would ruin everything. 
Besides, on the merits of the case, the 
railwaymen are in the wrong. The com- 


ends meet, and in order to keep out of 
the bankruptcy court they must reduce 
their costs. To compare them with the 
English and Scottish companies is 
ridiculous. One might as well compare 
a village grocery with Harrod’s Stores. 
The turnover on, say, the London and 
North-Western line ig so enormous in 
comparison with that on any of the Irish 
systems that a few thousands of pounds 
here or there do not matter, whereas in 
Ireland they make all the difference. We 
hope sincerely that these resclutions from 
Waterford and elsewhere do not repre- 
sent the views of Irish railwaymen in 
general; for they betray a lamentable 
disregard of economic facts. No strike 
can torce the Irish railway companies to 
work at a permanent loss, because neither 
the directors nor the shareholders are 
lunatics. Yet such is the alternative to 
longer hours and lower wages. In seeking 
to bring about a strike the malcontents 
among the railwaymen are sawing off the 
branch. which is supporting them. Surely 
the Executive of the National Union will 
not allow its counsels to be stampeded 
by the advocates of a suicidal policy ? 


Hopes at Washington. 


We wish that the news from Downing 
street were as encouraging as that from 
Washington. The latest messages sug- 
gest that the two great problems of dis- 
‘armament and the Pacific are approach- 
ing settlement. A. provisional arrange- 
ment has been made between Mr. Hughes, 
|} Mr. Balfour, and Baron Kato. The 
Japanese delegates are now willing to 
accept what is known as the 5-5-3 ratio of 
capital ship strength. Furthermore, the 
United States, Britain, Japan, and France 
have reached an understanding concerning 
the Pacific, whereby they engage them- 
selves to respect the integrity of one 
another s island possessions in that ocean. 
In virtue of this understanding it will 
become possible to abrogate the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance, which has been an 
obstacle to closer reiations between Great 
Britain and the United States. The pro- 
visional arrangement awaits confirmation 
by the Japanese Government and, until 
this is granted or denied, the Conference 
is marking time. The general view at 
Washington is that, while Tokio may raise 
certain objections, it will accept the essen- 
tial features of an arrangement under 


as which every one of the three Pacific 


Powers would make definite sacrifices. 
Japan would make a large reduction 
of her navy. Britain and Japan 
would denounce an alliance which 
has given them the contro] of the Pacific. 
America, abandoning her traditional dis- 
like of “foreign entanglements,’ would 
enter into formal understandings with the 
three Great Powers of Europe and Asia. 
Those understandings would constitute a 
stronger guarantée of the world’s peace 
than any which international statesman- 
ship has been able to devise in the past. 


German Wages. 

The Berlin Correspondent of the 
Westminster Gazette has investigated the 
conditions of the working classes in 
Germany. . He finds that both nominal 


A wages and cost of living have risen 


panies are having a hard struggle to make | 


enormously; but the cost of. living ha 

risen less: than the wage. cia 

statistics show that in August of this 
year the nominal wage, all round, was 
1,103, as compared with 100 in 1914. Since 
the beginning of 1920 the cost of living 
has risen by two-thirds, while wages have 
been more than doubled. Therefore, on a 
basis of wage ard living cost alone, the 
German workman can buy more food, 
clothes, and amusement than he could 
buy in 1914. His good fortune is due in 
part to the artificial reduction of the cost 
of living by such measures as food sub- 
sidies, cheap State services, and drastic 
restrictions of rents at the expense of the 
house-owner. There is, however, another 
side of the picture. The standard of living 
depends not only upon the real wage, but 
on the intensity of employment and on 
income from savings. Employment is good 
at present ; but the savings of the working 
classes are affected by the general depre- 
ciation of currency, and the income from 
interest has disappeared. If all the State 
subsidies were withdrawn to-morrow,’ the 
German workman’s standard of living 


would become immediately far worse than 


it was before the war. 


Food Prices. 


Yesterday the Dublin master-bakers 
fixed the prices of ths two-pound loaf and 
one-pound loaf at bid. and ód. re- 
spectively. In London, says The Times, 
“ninepence can. now be regarded as the 
general price of the quartern loaf.’’ Shall 
we be held ungrateful for the Dublin 
bakers’ latest gesture of - generosity 
if we ask why there should be still 
a difference of twopence in the prices 
of the four-pound loaf in two con- 
tiguous capitals? “The return of the 
ninepenny loaf,’’ says The Times again, 
“ marks a definite stage in the downward 
course of the cost of living.” Few house- 
holders have been made giddy by the 
downward rush of food prices in Dublin. 
They read in their newspapers that certain 
rates have been cut, but wear out their 
boot-leather vainly in searching for estab- 
lishments where the titular. reductions 
are honoured. Im London the tradi- 
tional features of Christmas cheer will be 
reasonably cheap. Meat prices show a de- 
cided drop as compared with those of 
twelve months ago. MHalf-a-crown is 
quoted tentatively as an average price per 
Ib. for fine British turkeys. The Fruit 
Trades’ Federation promises a good supply 
of dessert apples until well after 
Christmas at prices ranging, per Ib., 
between sixpence and a shilling. 


Women’s Employment. 


The journal of the Central Bureau. for 
the Employment of Women discusses the 
present chances of obtaining work in a 
variety of.occupations. It lays down the 
important, dictum, which all parents 
ought to take to heart, that never again 
will there be any demand for the un- 
trained woman. Certain war-callings, like 
dispensing and motor-driving, virtually 
have ceased to exist. The business of 
fashion-drawing and poster-designing is 
overcrowded. There is keen competition 
in the field of secretarial work, and ihe 
higher posts require a knowledge of 
languages and foreign shorthand. Secre- 
tarial training is a good basis for success 
in most professions; but the writer re- 
marks upon the “fatal cttraction”’ of 
journalism. It seems that, if a sound 
training be taken for granted, the less 
ambitious walks of life furnish the surest 
prospects of employment to women. There 
is an active market for lady cooks and 
cake-makers. Laundry management offers 
good openings, and so long as there are 
children the demand for children’s nurses 
will be unfailing.

A hand that ie a major suit call ia 
seldom a no-trumper. A no-trumper consists 
of a fair all-round band, with no great length 
in major suits, and ie often called on a long 
suit of clubs or diamonds with two other suits 
guarded. 

It is difficult to lay down a hard and fast 
rule for a declaration of no trumps, but at 
least three suits should be protected. 

It is a contested point among bridge players, 
whether the dealer or secind in hand, if the 


dealer passes, having three aces and no other. 


honours, should go no trumps. Many players 
pass, trusting the partner to call a spit, and, 
if this happens, they can support the call. 

Three aces present great possibilities, and a 
call of no trumps from these often quickly 
establishes a suit of the partner's, which the 
latter was not strong enough to name, but tho 
objection to such a call is that three tricks do 
not constitute even an average hand (with the 
cards evenly divided, each player would hold 
34 tricks), and the partner not having a strong 
hand, may be misled, and raise the bid, and in 
consequence, the contract may fail. 

As the number of possible combinations of 
cards is so prodigious, it is not easy to say 
exactly what constitutes a minimum no-trumper, 
but on the following the first or second in hand 
might call a no trump :— . 

Hearts. King, 7, 8. 

Spades. King, Knave, 9. 
Clubs. King, Queen, 7. 
Diamonds, Knave. 10, 9, and 4. 

These notes are intended for beginners, who 
may not be acquainted with the “ Eleven Rule,” 


which is a most impottant one to be observed, 


particularly at no trumps, and is as follows :— 
When the leader has not a sequence of high 
cards he should play the fourth highest of his 
longest suit. For instance, if. the five of 
diamonds be led, the partner subtracts this 
number from eleven, and knows that six higher 
cards in that euit are outside his partner's 
hand. Some of these may be in dummy, and 
some in his own hand, and. from his deductions 
he is able to make the most of his partner's 
lead. “ Bray.”

A BRILLIANT ‘CELLIST. 


Dublin .music-lovers do not forget their old 
friends, and it was most gratifying yesterday 
to see the Royal Dublin Society's Theatre 
thronged with people who came to welcome 
that favourite musical combination of old— 
Signor Esposito and Mr. Clyde Twelvetrees. 
There was much to admire in this recital— 
the delightful crispness of rhythm and the 
beautiful cantabile of the ‘cello in the 
Locatelli—the rippling scales of the piano in the 
scherzo of the Beethoven Sonata. 

We were sorry that the Brahms Sonata was 
put first, because it is difficult to reach the 
public with thie sonata when played first on a 
programme. .The opening movement with the 
wild energy and stress that is so characteristic 
of Brahms’ later works did not strike us by its 
wildness. It is a typical movement of Brahme, 
for we see the vain searchings and battles 
within his soul; it is hard to realise that the 
next work in concerted music is the serene and 
optimistic A major sonata for violin and piano. 
The slow movement, with its rich melody that 
brings out the best notes of the ‘cello, was in- 
tended for the late Professor Hausmann’s virile 
and noble style of playing. Yesterday it was 
played with all that nobility of phrasing that 
we expect from Signor Esposito and Mr. Twelve- 
trees. The balance of tone in that movement 
was better than in the other movements.

The edition of the Locatelli sonata, By Piatti, 
is certainly adapted so as to show off the best 
technique of the ‘cello as a solo tmstrument. 
Locatelli, who has been called the “ great- 
grandfather of our modern finger-heroes,”’ was 
a violinist, a revolutionary pupil of the calm 
and sedate old Corelli. Three positions on the 
violin and every sonata da chiesa of his master 
were not good enough for Locatelli; like 
Paganini, he had to compose caprices himself in 
order to give his wonderful execution a chance 
of display. 

Thus every work of Locatelli is bristling with 
difficulties of execution—sfaccatt, arpeggi—the 
whole gamut of virtuosity. But as well as 
these wild ‘‘tours de force,” Locatelli haa 
written noble slow movements that. show ha 
true descent from the noble patriarch of 
stringed instruments. Mr. Twelvetrees’ per- 
formance was delichtful: again we heard that 
luscious tone, with its infinite gradations, which 
has thet great qualitv of producing the effect 
of the human voice. We must also admire the 
restreint in Mr. Twelvetrees’ nlaying—he. does 
dash the technica! passages at the public in the 
acpressive way that we associate with the 
modern virtuoso; he makes us see the jewel 
through all the glamour of the setting. It. is 
a pity that we have not more opportunities bere 
in Dublin of hearing this fine ertist—one of the 
best ’celli<ts in the British Inles.

The Mendelssohn Verrictions Conerrtantes are 
always popular. and thev were very well 
plaved: Sienor Fsposito’s delightful embroidery 
turns were particularly effective. In spite cf 
the beauty of the form. there is a fatal sweet- 
ness about all Mendelssohn's progressions that 
in the end clovs our appetite as if we had eaten 
ton many eugar-coated cakes.

‘“ PROSPERO ' AND IRELAND. 


“Life and the Shakespearean Outlook ' was 
the title of an interesting address delivered 


} yesterday by Mr. Charles Doran at the weekly 


lunch meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club at 
Messrs. Kidd's Buffet, Grafton street. Mr. 
Philip Lawrence, who presided over a large com- 
pany, including many ladies, said that they 
could claim Mr. Doran as a Dublin man, 
although he was born in Cork. 

Mr. Doran mentioned at the outset that 
twenty-one years ago he left Dublin for Belfast 
to join’ the Benson Shakespearean Company 
He recalled the fact that some of his earliest 
efforts were made at the Coffee Palace, Dublin. 
He always had ambition to do Shakespeare's 
work, because he felt that the call of the blood 
in the Irish temperament was best fulfilled by 
the exposition of soul-stirring narrative. |The 
{tish temperament was cssentially romantic, 
essentially metaphysical, essentially mysterious, 
and also tremendously responsive. Al] those 
chords got a response in, the work of Shake- 
speare. We could all claim him as our own.

"The two great pilots of life were Christ 
and Shakespeare... Shakespeare was the vehicle 
of the Divine expression. There wae no name 
like his. He was not concentrated in his own 
immortality, as he had no consciousness that 
he was great. The Shakespeare vista was so 
tremendous that one could ‘only just glance at 
a small view. 

Discussing some of Shakespeare’s leading 
characters, Mr. Doran said that the character 
of Tago had always appeared tremendously 
interesting to him. One often wondered 
why the forces of evil were allowed to go 
unchecked, and those of g to go seldom 
rewarded. Iago was a type of irresponsible 
egotism and anarchy. Unlike the Rotarians. he 
was “ out ” for self and not service. Coriolanus 
and Caesar were both military types. They 
both conceived the world to a kind of 
barrack-room. There were arrogance and indis- 
pensability in both characters. The calamity 
was that there were people alive who. really 
believed that the stars would stop in their 
course if they were to die. Brutus wag essen- 
tially a simple citizen, an aristocrat. with a 
true vision of freedom and service, and he re- 
mained to us a living example of integrity and 
honour.

Shakespeare infused more of himself into 
Prospero than into any other of his characters. 
Having touched on some features of other 
characters, Mr. Doran stated that he thought 
that there were great times in store for Ireland 
and for all who were intent on folle wing the 
high traditions and what was best in Irish life 
the spirit of Prospero was the finest inspira. 
tion. Prospero knew no narrowness, no special 
creed, no. undaries : his only limitation was 
the understanding of the human soul.

Buildin rations, generally speaking, have 

n at - standstill in Dublin for bu. me 
owing principally to the high cost of ~ va 
and of building materials, and almost a &. : 
work that is being carried out is that for whic 
public bodies. are r ible. aa 
At present the Local Government Board is 
engaged in a housing scheme for ex-Service 
men at Killester, and many houses will soon 
be available for occupation there. There are 
also hopes that this scheme will be extended in 
the immediate future. - A number of houses 
have also been built at Clontarf by the Orion 


Parish a Public Utility 
Society has been formed, under the Ohairman- 
ship of Rev. Mr. Hall, and in this district 
houses are being constructed for the workmen 
living there. As a general rule, however, 
there are very few houses suitable for the 
working-classes at present in course of ergction 
in Dublin. | 

The Corporation is doing what it can to 
meet the necessities of the moment, arid, two 
new building. schemes have been adopted. 
Eighteen dwellinga—six blocks three storeys 
high, each blo¢x having one four-room fet on 
the ground floor. and two four-room cottages— 
have been approved for what is known as the 
Boyne street area, where, it is expected, build- 
ing will be comimesced immediately. 

The other scheme adopted is for the erection 
of eight additional houses on the Ormond 
‘Market area. A scheme for the erection of 
sixty houses on the eite known as Fairbrothers 
Field, in the Clanbrassil street district, is aso 
under consideratson by the Housing Committee 
of the Corporation. 

At the moment there does not seem to be 
any indication that building by private enter- 
prise will be resumed, and the genéral feeling 
is to quote a term used by a prominent mem- 
ber of the building industry yesterday—that 
the stagnation will continue until conditions 
are more favourabie.

A comparison of the wages paid in Dubfin 
and in Great Britain serves to emphasise the 
difficulty in which the Irish building fitms find 
themselves. For example, the rates paid to 
bricklayers across the ennel vary consider- 
ably. In some places they are as low as 
ls. 7d. per hour, but in the cities which might 
be taken as compatable with Dublin a higher 
figure is given.. 

In London, Manchester, Birmingham, Glas- 
gow, and Edinburgh bricklayers are paid at the 
In Dublin the rate 
is 2s. 2d. per hour. 

The rates of bricklayers in Great Britain 
have, so far, been reduced by 34d. per hour— 
in two “cuts,” one of 2d. and one of lid; per 
hour, bringing the rate from 2s. 4d. to 2s. 0}d., 
while the bricklayers in Dublin have had but 
one “cut” of 1d., reducing the rate of pay 
from Zs. 3d. to 2s. 24. per hour. Before the 
war the relatixe positions in Dublin and the 
leading centres on the ofher side were reversed. 
At that time the Dublin men were paid from 
lid. to 2d. per hour less than those in Great 
Britain, whereas at present they are receiving 
lid. per hour more. 

The other trades connected with the building 
industry—erch as carpenters, ete.—are in a 
similar position to the bricklayers. 

The high ccet of building in Dublin is attri- 
butable, not alone to the rate of wages, but 
also to the exceptional prices charged for buiki- 
ing materials. Bricks, which are one of the 
essential items of building material, stand at a 
very high figure, even having regard to the 
reduction of 21 per thousand which bas already 
taken place. 

Owing to these two factors—the high cost of 
labour and of building material—there is more 
or less a slump in building, with the result 
that there is very little demand for the bricks 
manufactured by the Dublin Brick Company at 
their works a‘ Dolphin’s Barn. These works, 
it is understood. have been closed for the past 
eight months, owing to the slackness in the 
trade, and from to 500 workmen have in 
consequence been thrown out of employment. 

If building costs coukl be reduced to a rea- 
sonable and economic level it is helieved that 
there would be a big boom in the industry, and 
that this would react favourably on many other 
trades, particularly the ailied trades, and would 
thereby reduce considerably the amount of unem- 
ployment in Dublin.

FOR COLONIAL PROTECTION, 


Speaking on the Naval Estimates in the 
French Chamber yesterday, M. Perazet, of the 
Chamber Naval Committee, dwelt on the neces- 
sity that France should develop her colonies, 
which, he contended, was impcssible without 


the guarantee of sufficiently strong naval 
forces. 
Maintaining that communication with tha 


Colonies must be assured, he said that in 1914 
they could not have defended the freedom of 
the seas without Great Britain. 

After expatiating on the dangers to the Allies 
from eneiny submarines, in spite of their power- 
ful navies, and citing Sir Percy Scott's forecasts 
respecting naval warfare, he urged that France 
should create a powerful fleet of hydroplanes, 
to the number of at least a thousand, to Freep 
up communicetions between the mother country 
and the Colonies.

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AFLOAT ON A LADDER. 
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SEAMAN'S STORY OF MAIL BOAT 
COLLISION. 


Thomas Gray, of Wicklow, a member of the 
crew of the Arklow schooner which wae sunk 
in collision with the Irish mail boat off Holy- 
head on Saturday morning, arrived at his home 
town on Saturday night, and was weleomed by 
a number of people. 

Speaking of his experiences, he said that they 
sighted the mail boat at 5.50, as it was coming 
out of the harbour. The schooner was about 
two miles from the breakwater.. 

When the captain saw that a collision was 
inevitable, he ordered all hands aft. The cook, 
Davies, of Hull, went below for a life-jacket, 
and they did not see him again. 

Twenty minutes after the collision, the after- 

art of the vessel, on which they were standing, 
Bile to sink, and the captain told them to

George Sidney, of Arklow, swam about’ for 
fifteen minutes, and then caught hold of a 
ladder. 

They were rescued by a boat from the 
Cambria a quarter of an hour later.

Gray said that the rescued men were very 
well treated in the mail boat.

Although badly shaken, Gray said that he

NORTHERN MINISTRY’S HOPES 


The Permanent Secretary of the Ministry of 
Commerce, Northern Ireland, delivered an ad- 
dress on “ Commerce and Government '" yester- 
day afternoon to members of the Ulster 
Liberal Unionist Association in the Reform 
Club, Belfast. 

He said that they were now in an era of 
freedom from Government control of industry, 
and it was on that principle that the Ministry 
of Commerce was being based. They hoped to 
bring to the Northern counties all the experi- 
ence and information that is possessed by the 
Board of Trade and the Department of Over- 
seas Trade, and after looking at those things 
through North of Ireland spectacles, with more 
microscopic care to apply them to the benefit 
of the community.

The ad- 
ministrative side ineluded all the statutory 
work—the registration of companies, the 
administration of the Gas, the Water, and the 
Electricity Acts. and a number of other mat- 
ters, all of which required care and acciracy, 
and considerable expert knowledge.

- It would be the Intelli- 
gence Branch of the Ministry, and would in

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WHERE GERMAN MONEY GOES; 


BERLIN, Sunday. 

In a statement to-day to ropresentatives of 
the Berlin Press, Dr. Wirth, the Imperial 
Chancellor, said :—‘‘ The decision whether there 
are in the world financiers who are ready to 
put their money into the reparations pot—that 
is, a pot without a bottom—does not rest with 
the German Government, not even purely with 
German industry and finance, but with 
financiers who are not resident in Germany. 
We must, therefore, wait the developmenis, of 
the coming week with patience. 

“Whether the results will make it possible 
for us to tide over January and February does 
not lie with us. It lies rather in the question 
whether in those places where economy is made 
a subject of thought, the isolation of Eastern 
Europe, with its countless population, she 
economic prostration of the Austro-Hunganan 
succession States, and the collapse of the 
economic life, and particularly the waning 
purchasing power of 60 millions of Germans, 
are recognised as a world danger. 

“ The greatest political energy mutt now be 
applied to the prompt disposal. of the taxation 
laws and to what extent certain compromises 
will be essential. It is clear to me that, in ihe 
absence of a distinctly visible sacrifice ot 
property, the clearing up of the domestic 
political situation and the passing of these laws 
are impossible. 

“ Everybody should remember one thing — 
that it is not the wrecking of these laws that 
will help German people, but the firm, clear 


will so to balance the home Budget that no one 


in the world will be able to doubt our B ase 
will and our energy to put our house in order.”

ALLEGIANCE. 


SAVING THE 
CONFERENCE.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Yesterday was a crowded day, in which one 
long earnest effort was made to save the Irish 
Peace Conference from shipwreck and its 
labours from defeat. Two main difficulties had 
to be surmounted if the negotiations were to 
continue. One was as to the form of the oath 
of allegiance, and the other as to the per- 
manence of the arrangement embodied m the 
Government's proposals. 

The greater of these difficulties was the oath. 
To an oath of loyalty to a community of nations 
with which Ireland voluntarily allied itself, the 
extreme Sinn Feiners—whose influence seems to 
have been powerful in last -aturday’s 
‘* Cabinet ’’—were agreeable; but they ap- 
arently resisted, biased by their otions oí 
independence, the implications of an oath of 
loyalty to the British Throne. This was the 
chief point to be hammered out if success was 
at last to be achieved by the negotiations.

PERILS OF FINAL RUPTURE. 


Once again the Irish Conference seems to have 
reached a deadlock, and the fate of the negotia- 
tions seems to tremble ix tne balance, remarks 
The Times in a leading article. The secrets of 
the Council Chamber have been closely guarded ; 
but it. is plain enough that the negotiators con- 
front a vital, and, perhaps, an insurmountanie 
difficulty. At such an hour we shall not seek 
to apportion praise or blame for the pass to 
which the situation has come. So obvious are 
the perils of a final rupture thai, while the 
negotiations continue in any form, it is im- 
possible to despair of them, adds The Time. 
' The Government have gone to the extreme 
limit of generous concession. Upon the point 
of allegiance there can be no compromise, ne 
concession, and no argument. No nigg@rdly core 
siderations of the cost, and no baseless timidity 
on our part can he allowed to stand in the way. 
If Irishmen had ever reason for mistrust «f 
either British Imperialism or British “me! 
ee they have now no shadow of foundation 
or it. 

Thanks to the policy that culminated in the 
Conference. the Irish problem has virtually 
ceased to involve the reputation of this coun 


try in the outer world. In. Ireland 
also events hare moved slowly, perhaps, 
though surely, towards simpiification of 
the national problem. It is now, at all 
events, common ground that Ulster is entitled 
to a vide measure of separate treatment. 


Deny it though they may. Sinn Feiners know 
in their hearts that an Irish union can he ac- 
complished only with the consent of the Ulster 
Unionists. Ulster Unionists, on th other hand, 
ate realising that if the truce is 
opserved and Southern Ireland remvin united 
and determined, the odium of Trish disorder 
may lie increasingly upon their own province. 
Consequently, if in the meanwhile violerce can 
but be stayed, time may repair the failure of 
statesmanship. 

Therefore, even if the Conference were now 
to end, its labours should not he pirenties to 
hare: been in vain. Fai'ure in ifs immediate 
object ought not to mean abandonment of al] 
the hopes that have been repose in it. Whatever 
the difficulties, the truce should at ai) hononr- 
able costs be kent alive. If, however, there be 
still one avenue unexnlored to the érd, if there 
remain a single suggestion that has noi been 
fully and patiently examined, the tack of the 
Government. will not even yet have been ac- 
complished. 

Only when, having gone es far as honour and 
lovaity permit, they have encountered final and 
irrevocable refusal from Sinn Fein can they 
claim the support which this couniry never 
hesitates to accord to enlightened statesmanship.

THE ONLY POLICY. 


The Times. in an editor’! article. urges that 
to get together. and to keep toge%ter is the 
supreme end of the only sane policy for the 
two Allies, France and England, and the first 
eubject on which they must get together is 
reparations. That they will get together, and 
get together in good time. we have little doubt. 

The poverty on which Germany is seeking to 
trade has been largely caused by the acts of 
her Government, adds The Times, by lavish 
expenditure, by lavish subventiors to all 
manner of manufactitring and commercial 
enterprises, and by connivance at the conceal- 
ment of German capital in foreign countries. 
And while the Government have allowed them- 
selves to be reduced fo poverty German 
financiere and industrialists of all kinds are 
making huge profits; the numbers and the 
carital and the dividends of German limited 
companies are constantly increasing; and there 
is hardly any unemployment in the country. 

All these matters deserve very close investi- 
gation and very careful thought before either 
a moratorium or any other form of concession 
is made to her: In justice to themselves, they 
must bear constantly in mind that they are 
dealing with a fraudulent debtor.

Petitioner said that she was married in 
December, 1911. Her husband had never pro 
vided Der with any moncy. and cot mene, 


advanced on her contracts and used it for him- 
self. From the outset he was very unkind to 
her; used to stay, out all night, and broucht to 
the house many Women, to whom she objected. 
Early in 1912 she made the acquaintance of 
“ Mr. L.,” a friend of her husband. “Me 
L.'” lived next door to them at Great Marlew. 
Later her husband suzzested to her that “ Mr 
L."’ should take her to Eastbourne for a ‘hol! 
day, as she had just had her child, and had hac 
a long illness. ” 

“ My husband,” said petitioner, “ could nol 
afford it, but I did not understand his sugcect- 
ing this, and wo had a row.” Her hushand, she 
said, was borrowing money al! the ‘ime from 
this man, who, in fact, paid for their house. 
Subsequently her husband become juite impos 
sible to live with. He got into violent tempers. 
and used violent languaze 

Asked how it came about that anything took 
place between her and ‘Mr. L.,” petitioner 
replied: “I wanted to get away f 
husband, and I did not act impulsively. 
care for the man. I thought that if I could 
eiv I had done this my husband would divorce 
me, and I told him it happened. My husband 
refused to divorce me.” . She added that the firs 
time anything took place was towards the end 
of 1913, and her association with ' Mr. L..” 


in December, 1913. 

In November, 1913, his wife instituted divorce 
proceedings against him,.and counsel mentioned 
that the decree nisi was pronounced in the 
following February. Later the petitioner filed 
a petition for divorce against her husband, but 
subsequently he asked her to drop the proceed- 
ings and return to him, which she did. In 
1917 her husband went to America, and 
never returned to her. 

After other evidence, the President said that 
there were circumstances which called for a 
lenient -consideration of etitioner’s error. 
There wae condonation of her conduct, and it was 
respondent's subsequent desertion and adultery 
which were the important questions in the case. 
He granteil the petitioner a decree nisi, with 
costs, and the custody of the child.
